Laboratory  Facilities.  Since  September,  1939,  there  are  further  facilities 

of  an  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Aberystwyth.  This  has  proved  of  inestimable  value.  This  ia  in  addition 
to  the  1 ublio  Health  Laboratory  in  Manchester. 

Ambulance  Facilities,  At  present  there  are  Ambulances  both  at  Vevrtovm 

and  Llanidloes  connected  with  the  A . P..  . Services, 

and  there  ia  one  at  TTewtown  for  civilian  uae,  but  there  is  no  ambulance  in 
Llanidloes.  1 understand  there  is  an  intention  of  providing  ambulances 
in  various  centres  in  the  County. 

The  other  matters  dealing  with  general  prevision  of  Health  Services 
in  the  Area  remain  as  in  the  193b  Report.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA.
